HERE wos almost n note 
of desperation -in the 
apecch of Mr Peter Thorney- 
eroft, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in London last 
night, on Britain's chronic 
and apparently incurable 
economic debility. “Inflation 
is perhaps the most Intract- 
ablo and difficult problem 
we hnve to face,” he said. 
And again “We must find 
a way to meet this problem. 
We certainly shall not find 
an answer to i¢ in blaming 
one another.” , 

Mr Thorneycroft placed the 
prospects squarely before 
the nation. Unless Inflation 
ig checked, Britain faces a 
continual decline in the 
valuo of itn currency. 
Britain, still holds the posi- 
tion of world banker today. 
Can it, if this decline con- 
tinues, maintain this role 
in the hopo that a mira- 
culous resilience which has 
served it so well in the past 
will again infect a new lease 
of life into its economy?

Dr Dittmann sald they had 
the advantnge of not being 
pressed by 4lme and therefore 
were at libirty to stay at any 
place they liked, | cspecially 
when they wanted to delv> a 
Ute into the local history, the 
people, tmples,, and life in 
general, --- 

“Iq the morning we usually 
did not know where we would 
rest our heads at night,” he 
said, “But our bed for ihe 
night was always secured, 
whether ft was in a luxury 
hotel or In one of the aum«Tous 
very Nice and practical guts. 
bungalows which are ¢o be found 
along the -roads of India, or 
even on th? clay-floor of a 
simple Perslan tea-house;
